L Pursuant to the decision of USCIB at its 79th 
meeting, the Ad Hoc Conaaittee proceeded to work out an 
agreed U 0 S 9 view as to the assignment of the various 
systems and classes of COMINT to the new categories which 
would be established by the revision of Appendix B, BRUSA 
(Reference Co) 

2 a . The Ad Hoc Committee has completed this task by 
producing a categorization of the various systems and 
classes of COMINT as Exhibit 1 for attachment to the 
proposed revision of Appendix B, BRUSA „ The Ad Hoe 
Coma it tee has agreed unanimously on categorization and 
presents it to the Board for approval. Exhibit 1 is 
attached hereto as Enclosure A„ 

3o In the course of the long and complex discussions 
which led to ultimate unanimity on the form and content of 
Exhibit 1, it became apparent that categorization alone 
^ould not provide a complete solution to the utilization
